City Council Adopts 


Operating Budget 


At the December 4 meeting, 
the Elba City Council adopted 
an operating budget for the 
coming year. 

The budget totals $406,530; 
it includes no equipment pur- 
chases other than the new fire 
truck which will be purchased 
with Revenue Sharing funds 
The total (adopted) revenue for 
the city is $585,000. (This in- 
cludes transfers of excess 
funds from light and water 
departments.) Local funds 
are budgeted for $400,000 to 
include sales tax, cigarette 
tax, ad valorem tax, car tag 
tax, garbage fees, fines th- 
rough Police Department, pri- 
vilege license and local gas 
tax. 

Federal and State funds an - 
ticipated total $185,000. This 
includes all revenue sharing, 
gas excise, alcoholic beverage 
receipts, other excise tax, 
LEPA funds and other State 
and Federal grants. 

The budget shows that the 
miscellaneous travel expense 
of city employees will be 
$1,000, down from the nearly 
$3,000 used last year. Health 
Department allocation has 
been set at $1200. 

No amount has been speci- 


Grantham 
Resigns As 
Deputy Sheriff 


Chief Deputy Sheriff Neil 
Grantham announced this week 
that he is resigning his po- 
sition effective January Ist, 
1974, Grantham officially sub- 
mitted his resignation to Cof- 
fee County Sheriff Ralph Sp- 
arks on Monday of this week. 
He has served as deputy sh- 
eriff since Sparks was elected 


’ sheriff. 
Grantham’s resignation 
read in part... . ‘‘With the 


highest respect and regard for 
Sheriff Ralph Sparks, I feel 
that this move would be in the 
best interests of all concern- 
ed since I plan to be a candi-_ 
date for sheriff of this county 
in the 1974 election.”’ 

Grantham ran for sheriff in 
1970 and placed third with Sp- 
arks and Charlie Webb nar- 
rowly edging him out for a 
spot in the run-off only after 
the very last two ballot boxes 
were counted. The official 
vote in 1970 for the top three 
were Webb -2519; Sparks - 
2196; and Grantham -2131. 

As reported in this news- 
paper last week it is expec- 
ted that Sparks will seek re- 
election next spring. Also 
expected to again seek the po- 
sition was Charlie Webb of 
Enterprise. Webb is pre- 
sently serving as license in- 
spector for the City of Enter- 
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fied for the commodity food 
distribution program, since 
that department will no longer 
rent a building in the city, and 
will be discontinued effective 
at the end of June. 

The mental health budget 
has been increased from 
$1252.50 to $1680. 

Appropriation in Garbage 
Department, other than sal- 
aries, is down to $6,000, This 
includes repair to equipment, 
and new equipment has been 
purchased, thereby cutting 
down on estimated need of 
repairs. 

In the Fire Department, 
$28,000 has been allocated 
for the purchase of the new 
fire truck, hose, etc. (per 
explanation above) 

The Police Department has 
salary increases, pushing that 
amount up to $72,800, with 
$17,550 for expenses 

Street Department will get 
$20,000 for operating expen- 
ses and $45,500 for salaries; 
and eventhough new equipment 
has been purchased, it will be 
used more and therefore nec- 
essitate upkeep and repair. 

Ten thousand dollars is 
scheduled for sewer expenses. 
This is less than the $14,868.09 
spent last year;there were two 
major repairs on broken lines 
which are not anticipated this 
year 

Recreation is budgeted for 
$11,000, about the same as 
last year’s expenditures. 

Library appropriation re- 
mains the same at $1,200 and 
appropriation to the Elba sch- 
ools is also the same at 
$12,000.. 

The excess revenue of 
$178,470 will go toward pay- 
ment of interest on notes, 
bonds, principal payment on 
bonds, street paving, buying 
equipment as needed.

Last week we published the telephone number of the Office of 
Petroleum Allocation (OPA). The ink was barely dry when 
we received a frantic notice that the number in Atlanta had 
been changed to a) 526-4911. The Washington number remains 
the same (202) 254-8046. 


‘The many wild ideas being batted around Washington on ways 
to deal with the shortage of gasoline leaves me wondering just 
how responsible our leaders really are. Some of those ideas 
are so far out even folks like me know they are impracticle! 
Whatever they do and say in Washington they will neve?’ convince 
a lot of folks in Coffee County that this is not a ploy by the big 
oil companies to feather their nest with more millions . . . who 
really knows? . 


There is an amendment election coming up in Alabama next 
Tuesday. The vote is expected to be very light but for those 
who will take the time to vote, here is a short description 
on each of the eleven amendments and my reasons for voting 
yes or no on each one. Number | authorizes the Legislature 
to provide promotion, research, marketing, etc. in connection 
with sale of swine and swine products. VOTE YES this isa 
check off program and only applies to hog farmers who wish to 
participate. 


Number 2 is the only other amendment with statewide applica- 
tion. It creates the Judicial Department of the State and pre- 
scribes powers, duties and functions of all courts. It includes 
qualifications of all judicial prosecuting and administrative 
officers. It is explained at length on page 3 of this newspaper. 
VOTE YES, there has been a lot of mis-information out about 
this bill but I believe it is a good bill. 


Number 3 is a local tax levy for the town of Hamilton in Marion 
County and the people effected must approve. VOTE YES, and 
give these people the right to decide for themselves. 


Number 4 pertains to Marion and Lamar Counties and allows 
them to form public corporations for the development of the 
Buttahatchee River. It does not require a local election but 
since it is not for the expenditure of money or tax levys, I still 
VOTE YES. 


Number 5 authorizes each municipality in Cleburne County 
to sell bonds and collect a special property tax for industrial 
development. No local option by the voters in Cleburne County 
so I will cast a BIG NO on number 5. 


Number 6 authorizes the legislature to consolidate county 
offices in Morgan County. I don’t know if this is the wishes 
of the people in Morgan County or not so if 1 do vote on this 
one it will also be a NO. 


Number 7 pertains to Cleburne County. It authorizes the legis- 
lature to fix and regulate the cost and charges of courts and to 
fix the pay of county officers. Itis a good idea and does require 
approval of the people in Cluburne County. VOTE YES, again 
to allow the people in Cleburne to decide for themselves. 


Number 8 pertains to Bibb County and is the same as seven. 
It also requires local approval so I will again VOTE YES. 
It has the endorsement of the newspapers in the county and the 
county officials of Bibb County. y 
Number 9 pertains to Tuscaloosa County. It authorizes the levy 
of a special property tax for parks and recreation. This bill again 
requires the approval of the voters in the affected county and 
deserves a YES VOTE. 


Number 10 creates a Madison County Judicial Commission for the 
purpose of nominating to the governor a person to fill any 
vacancy in the office of Circuit Judge. I don’t know the politics 
behind this but I smell a skunk and since the affected voters 
have no option, I cast a big fat NO on number ten. 


Number ll is the last on the list and concerns only Calhoun 
County. It authorizes a school tax and requires approval of the 
people who will pay the tax and again I believe these people 
deserve the right to decide for themselves. VOTE YES on 
number ll. 


Nine of the eleven proposals shouldn't even be on the ballot 
in any county except the affected areas. Our constitution needs 
revision on this matter and until we get it revised, voters 
statewide will be voting on issues that concern only one of the 
67 counties in Alabama.

WHAT CAUSED THE ENERGY 


SHORTAGE? 


What caused the energy sh- 
ortage? Obviously, such a 
question cannot be answered 
with a simple statement of 
fact because there are too 
Many variables at work in a 
country as large as ours. How- 
ever, contributing factors can 
be isolated and examined. 

First, I believe this country 
is suffering from an environ- 
mental hangover. Massive 
propaganda sold by the power- 
ful ecology lobby was con- 
sumed in vast quantities by a 
gullible American public. Now 
the public hasa real headache. 
The ecology lobby, in coop- 
eration with some government 
agencies and certain members 
of the Congress, stopped, for 
more than a year all oil leas- 
ing in the Gulf of Mexico where 
oil has been safely produced 
for more than 20 years; vir- 


tually brought to a standstill 
‘the construction of nuclear 


power plants; prevented the 
building of new oil refiner- 
ies; drastically curtailed the 
mining of high-sulfur coal; 
prevented oil-shale develop- 
ment and, of course, held up 
construction of the Alaskan 
pipeline. 

Second, the cut-off of Arab 
oil had an accelerating effect 
and brought the energy short- 
age to crisis proportions. 

The petroleum giants must 
share a portion of the blame. 
Oil company profits have been 
anything but small these last 
few years. Yet, oil compan- 
ies were reluctant to invest in 
new refineries or wells, al- 
though partly because of en- 
vironmental opposition. 

Energy producers must also 
bear a portion of the respon- 
sibility. For years they have 
employed a system of charg- 
ing large consumers of elec- 


. tionable practice.

tricity less per unit than small 
consumers. This leads ~- to 
waste and is certainly a ques- 
Consump- 
tion of electricity has increa- 
sed over 900 percent inthe last 
few years, yet,-large con- 
sumers continue to be reward- 
Ln by getting a break in their 
bill. 


Not enough rapid transit 
probably played a role inhast- 
ening the energy crisis. Some 
energy savings could possibly 
have been realized in major 
cities if safe and economical 
rapid transit systems were in- 
stalled. 

There are many other rea- 
sons that the energy shortage 
exists, but perhaps one of 
the most important and often 
overlooked reasons that we 
are now in a crisis situation 
lies with each of us. Asa 
nation we have been overly 
concerned with conspicuous 
consumption, the search for 
the good life--the more abun- 
dant life. We have reached 
for bigger and better things 
with the thought: ‘‘There’s 
always more where that came 
from.'’ No matter who is re- 
sponsible, the fact is we have 
become energy pigs. Wecon- 
sume one-third of the world’s 
petroleum eventhough we have 
less than nine percent of the 
world’s oil reserves. With 
one-sixth of the world’s popu- 
lation we consume 30 percent 
of the world’s energy. 

We must now realize that 
all things are finite; that com- 
modities and energies can be 
used up; that waste and squan- 
dering must stop. Old habits of 
using more energy than neces- 
sary must change. If we all 
Sacrifice a little, then perhaps 
no one will suffer too much.

Just five months ago the 
Senate passed a strong bill-- 
the Federal Elections Cam-* 
paign Act--regulating the con- 
duct of Federal election 
campaigns. The bill was sent 
to the House of Representa- 
tives where it is now await- 


ing action. 
But last week a group of 
liberal Senators, including 


such presidential candidates 


as Senators, Mondale, Ken- 
nedy, Humphrey, Muskie, Ja- 
ckson, McGovernand others-- 
acted to gut completely the 
Federal Elections Campaign 
Act. They took advantage of 
the need to pass a last-min- 
ute extension of the debt 
ceiling to seek to ride piggy- 
back to pass a public cam- 
paign finance amendment, 
which is nothing more than 
a Federal office seekers sub- 
sidy bill. 

This proposal had not been 
given a single public hearing, 
nor had it been given any for- 
mal consideration by a Senate 
Committee--legislative pro- 
cedures which are absolute- 
ly essential in the writing 
of good laws. 

Instead of bringing candi- 
dates closer to the people 
they serve, which is what 
must be done, federal finan- 
cial support of candidates 
would only move government 
and government officials fur- 
ther away, and it would make 
them less responsive to the 
wishes of the people and less 
dependent on popular approval 
of their actions. By taking 
away the right of a citizen 
to give his financial support 
to a candidate or political 
party of his choice, the lib-

erals would destroy much 
of the spirit of volunteer sup- 
port and public participation in 
elections, which are a nec- 
essary part of our political 
system and of our political 
freedom. 

Nothing is to be gained, but 
much is to be lost by taking 
away the right of volunteer 
financing of political campa- 
igns and replacing that with 
Federal funding. Anyone who 
thinks this is the secret re- 
medy to cure campaign mis- 
deeds is in for a rude awak- 
ening. 

The extension of the na- 
tional debt ceiling could have 
been accomplished in less than 
a minute if the opposition 
Senators had permitted it. But 
they were so intent on ob- 
taining up to $7 million each 
in taxpayers money with which 
to finance their efforts to 
seek a Presidential nomina- 
tion that they were willing 
to sacrifice the nation’s fin- 
ancial well-being to serve 
their own political ambitions. 
They displayed a form of con- 
tempt of our political process 
which has already caused sus- 
picion and lack of support 
of our system hy so many 
Americans.

In order to understand the 
unified court system, first you 
have to understand the ‘‘uni- 
fied’’ court system which Al- 
abama presently has. In an 
ununified court system each 
court varies and is different 
from its counterpart in anot- 
her county. In fact, there are 
81 different county courts be- 
aring many different namesin

9. HOW WILL THE JUDI- 
CIAL ARTICLE AFFECT THE 
ADMINISTRATION OF CRIM- 
INAL JUSTICE? 


The Supreme Court will, 
gain the authority to establish 
rules of practice and proce- 
dure in criminal cases. Many 
cases in the past and at the 
present time are decided on 
technicalities. Simple and di- 
rect rules of practice and pro- 
cedure should reduce the pre- 
sent complicated, unwieldy 
and technical treatment of cri- 
minal cases. Efficient, speedy 
and businesslike disposition of 
criminal cases at both the trial 
and appellate levels should be 
enhanced through the adminis- 
trative features of the unified 
court system. 


10. ISTHERE AMANDATORY

Yes. Now, before the le- 
gislature can create a new 
judgeship or a new circuit, it 
is necessary that the legisla-

12. WHAT ARE THE TERMS 
OF OFFICE FOR JUDGES? 


The appellate, circuit and 
district judges will be elect- 
ed for a term of six years, 
which is the present term of 
office for all circuit judges 
and appellate judges. The Art- 
icle provides that municipal 
judges shall be appointed by 
the city governing bodies for 
uniform fixed terms under 
uniform procedures. 


13. UNDER THE JUDICIAL 
ARTICLE WILL THERE BEA 
CENTRAL DEPOSITORY OF 
UNIFORM RECORDS FROM 


ALL COURTS OF THE 
STATE? 
Yes. This will vastly im- 


prove the administration of 
justice. Under the present 
system a judge in the county 
court in Tuscaloosa may not 
realize that a defendant al- 
ready has a record for the 
same offense in Northport. 
Computerized data retrieval 
methods can make records 
available to all judges in an 
efficient, expeditious manner. 


14. CAN JUDGES BE TRANS- 
FERRED FROM ONE LOCA- 
LITY TO ANOTHER? 


Yes, but only for tem- 
porary service. In the event 
that one circuit court has a 
large backlog of cases, then 
other circuit judges from out- 
side of that circuit can be as- 
signed to help clear up the 
backlog on a temporary basis. 


15. CAN ETHICAL CONDUCT 
BE REQUIRED OF JUDGES? 


Yes, the Article provides 
for the Supreme Court to es- 
tablish rules of conduct and 
canons of ethics which will 
be binding on all judges. A 
judge can be disciplined for a 
violation of such rules. 


16. ARE DISCIPLINARY PRO- 
CEDURES PROVIDED FOR 
JUDGES? 


Yes, the disciplinary pro- 
cedure is divided into two 
groups. One will be an in- 
vestigative and charging group 
known as the Judicial Inquiry 
Commission, and the other 
will be called the Court of the 
Judiciary which will try the 
judges. (This procedure isan 
improvement over the present 
system.) Alabama has hadits 
share of judges who were guil- 
ty of misconduct in office, such 
as ‘‘quickie divorce judges.” 


17, IF AJUDGEISINDICTED, 
OR IF THERE IS A COM- 
PLAINT FILED AGAINST HIM 
WITH THE COURT OF THE 
JUDICIARY, CAN HE CON- 
TINUE TO SERVE AS A 
JUDGE? 


No. He would be disqual- 
ified from acting as a judge 
if there is an indictment or 
any information charging him 
in the United States with a 
crime punishable as a felony 
under a state or federal law, 
or if a complaint against him 
is filed by the Judicial Inquiry 
Commission with the Court 
of the Judiciary. 


18. CAN JUVENILE COURT 


DIVISIONS BE CREATED 
UNDER THE JUDICIAL 
ARTICLE? 

Yes. At the present time 


in Alabama there is a wide 
variety of different types of 
courts that handle juvenile 
cases, In some counties the 
probate courts handle them; 
in some counties the county 
courts handle them; and in 
some counties the circuit co- 
urts handle them. Under the 
Judicial Article the handling 
will be uniform throughout the 
state. Some juvenile courts 
have probation officers and 
some do not. A more effec- 
tive juvenile court division 
with adequate supportive per- 
sonnel for the court will be 
possible. 


19. CAN SMALL CLAIMS 
COURTS BE ESTABLISHED 
UNDER THE JUDICIAL ART- 
ICLE? 


Yes. The Supreme Court 
will have rule-making power 
concerning practice and pro- 
cedure in all courts. It would 
be possible to establish a 
small claims court as a divi- 
sion ofthe district court. Per- 
sonnel could be provided thr- 
ough the clerk’s office to 
handle the matter of prepar- 
ing court papers, default judg- 
ments, etc. In states where 
they have established such 
small claims court divisions 
the individual litigants can 
handle their cases without the 
necessity of employing law- 
yers on small claims matters. 


20. ARE MUNICIPAL 
COURTS ABOLISHED? 


No. Actually, the cities 
have an option. Municipal 
eourts can be retained, or, 
on the other, hand, they can 
be abolished at the will of 
the city governing body. If 
a municipal court is abolish- 
ed then the district court will 
assume jurisdiction. Ifmuni- 
cipal courts are abolished then 
the district court is required 
to hold court for violations of 
municipal ordinances in each 
municipality of 1,000 or more 
population. 


21. IS IT TRUE THAT UNDER 
THE PROPOSED JUDICIAL 
ARTICLE THAT A PERSON 
WILL HAVE TO TRAVEL 
FROM ONE END OF THE 
COUNTY TO THE COUNTY 
SEAT IN ORDER TO PAY 
HIS TRAFFIC TICKET? 


Absolutely no. This would 
certainly not be true if a city 
elects to continue its muni- 
cipal court. If the city abol- 
ishes its municipal court, then 
the district court, which will 
assume the jurisdiction of the 
municipal courts, is required 
to hold court in each city of 
1,000 or more where there is 
no municipal court. Under 
either arrangement, judgment 
clerks or offices can be creat- 
ed where fines may be paid by 
those who do not wish to con- 
test traffic or ordinance viola- 
tion charges at places where 
and when court is not being 
held. 


22. WILL THE CITIES BE 
ALLOWED TO RETAIN THE 
REVENUES FOR VIOLATION 
OF MUNICIPAL ORDINAN- 
CES WITHIN THE TERRI- 
TORIAL JURISDICTION OF 
THE CITY? : 


Yes. If the city retainsits 
court then, of course, under 
the present legislation it gets 
to keep the revenue. Under 
the new Judicial Article there 
is a constitutional require- 
ment that in the event that a 
city abolishes its municipal 
courts that it shall receive the 
revenue from fines, court 
costs, and forfeitures from the 
district court in accordance 
with apportionment laws 
passed by the legislature. 


23. SOME MAYORS AND CITY 
COUNCILMEN ARE COM- 
PLAINING THAT THEY WILL 
LOSE CONTROL OF THEIR 
JUDGES. IS THIS TRUE? 


Yes. If they have control- 
led their judges in the past it 
will be much more difficult 
for them to control judges 
under the plan. Control of 
judges and controlled justice 
is abhorrent to the concept 
of true justice. Speed-trap 
justice, cash register justice 
and ticket-fixing justice will 
be practically eradicated. 
Actually, the Judicial Article 
is a ‘‘de-control’’ measure. 


“Po aby 


It is designed to give judges 
greater independence in judi- 
cial determinations and more 
freedom from political obliga- 
tions and influences. How- 
ever, judges will be subject 
to administrative supervi- 
sion on non-judicial functions, 
such as the business operation 
of their courts and the audit- 
ing of their records. 


24. CAN A MUNICIPAL 
JUDGE SERVE MORE THAN 
ONE CITY? 


Yes, there is a provision 
that allows a municipal judge 
to serve more than one court, 
This provision is placed in 
to provide lawyers to the 
smaller cities. 


25. WILL CITY COURTS 
HAVE DIFFICULTY IN FIND- 
ING LAWYERS TO BE JUD- 
GES? 


No. There is a provision 
that allows a municipal judge 
to serve more than one city. 
Besides, the law schools ofthe 
state have the largest enroll- 
ment in their history. While 
there are about 3,000 lawyers 
practicing in the state, there 
are over 1,400 law students 
enrolled in law schools in the 
state at the present time. 
Within 4 years, when the new 
city court requirement goes 
into effect, there should be no 
question concerning the avail- 
ability of an ample supply of 
lawyers to serve as judges. 


26. WILL THE JUDICIAL 
SYSTEM BE SIMILAR TO THE 
FEDERAL COURTS? 


Absolutely no. Certain op- 
ponents are trying to mislead 
the people by saying that the 
judicial system will he exactly 
like the Federal courts. Under 
the Judicial Article all 
district, circuit and appellate 
judges will be elected by vote 
of the people. No Federal 
judge is elected. Under the 
Judicial Article every judge 
will have a fixed term of 


Office. Under the Federal 
system the judges have no 
terms of office but are 


appointed for life. 


27. WHAT WILL BE THE 
JURISDICTION OF THE DIS- 
TRICT COURT? 


First, it is important to 
realize the distinction between 
constitutional provisions and 
legislation. You do not spell 
out details in a constitution. 
A constitution should be gen- 


eral, broad language and 
provide the framework for 
covering legislation. The Jud- 
icial Article provides that the 
district court shall have such 
jurisdiction as is provided by 
law. The jurisdictional de- 
tails will be set forth by laws 
promulgated by the legisla- 
ture. The legislature will have 
4 years in which to consider 
and pass implementing legis- 
lation defining the jurisdiction 
and details of the district 
court. 


28. WHERE WILL DISTRICT 
COURTS BE LOCATED? 


The district courts will re- 
place the various county 
courts. There is a require- 
ment that the district court 
shall hold court in each county 
seat and every incorporated 
municipality of a population 
of 1,000 or more where there 
is no municipal court. While 
the legislature has the auth- 
ority to establish the geogra- 
phical boundaries for the dis- 
trict court, it is logical to 
assume that only in very rare 
or exceptional instances will 
there be more than a single 
county served by a district 
court. 


29. ARE PROBATE JUDGES 
REQUIRED TO BE LAW- 
YERS? 

No. Probate judges are 
exempted from being lawyers. 
In most counties of the state 
the probate judges, for all 
practical purposes, exercise 
few judicial functions since 
most of the judicial matters 
can be and are transferred, 
upon motion of any party, to 
the circuit court. Probate 
judges will continue as con- 
Stitutional officers. 


30. WHO WROTE THE JUD- 
ICIAL ARTICLE? 


The Alabama Constitution- 
al Commission of which Judge 
Conrad M. Fowler acted as 
its chairman and Dean Leigh 
Harrison, former Dean of the 
University of Alabama’s Law 
School, served as its research 
director and draftsman, spent 
4 years working on a new 
Judicial Article before re- 
commending to the legislature 
its work-product. The legis- 
lature made some changes in 
the proposal of the Constitu- 
tion Commission, but the 
work-product being submitted 
to the people is an excellently 
drafted document which will 
modernize and upgrade the 
court system of this state.

1/2 stick margarine 


3 or 4 eggs (depending on size), well-beaten 


im \42 - 16 crackers 


Chop onion; boil in water 10-15 minutes, or until ten- 
der. Add oysters and their liquid -- cook covered 15- 


20 minutes - on low heat. 
Add the 2 cans milk, stir. 


Salt and pepper to taste. 
Add the 4 cans water. Add 


1/2 stick margarine. Let melt, and mixture get very 
hot, but DO NOT boil! Beat eggs until very well broken 
up. Drop by tbl. spoonful VERY slowly into hot mixture. 
Crumble 12 - 16 crackers into mixture. 


The trick of making this oyster stew right is to have 
your mixture steam-y hot -- hot enough to cook the 
eggs so they won’t be lumpy or stringy, but yet, not 
too hot so as to scorch or curdle the milk, or boil over 


on stove.

f. Remove or deface any warn- 
ing signs or posted notices. 
g. To burn your land which ad- 
joins lands of another, without 
notifying the Alabama Forestry 
Commission 

Section 205. Costs of fire sup- 
pression may be assessed if 
you refuse to make reasonable 
effort to control fires caused 
by you 
Section 207. 
written notice must be given 
adjoining landowners of your 
intent to burn your lands 
Section 31. It is a felony to 
maliciously burn lands of 
another 

NOTE: The full text of these 
Statutes can be found in the 
County Courthouse.

The most vio- 
lated law is failure to notify the

MINIBIKES 
I know that many boys 
and girls in Coffee County 
will be getting a minibike 
& Christmas.  Let’s don’t 
il the fun and enjoyment 
by failing to obey some safety 


precautions. Here are some 
do’s and don’ts of minibike 


use. 

Do make sure your mini- 
biker has an off-road area-- 
a legal and safe area--in which 
to ride. Given the minibike 
but no authorized, off-road 
opportunity to ride, his use 
of the street and highway is 
inevitable. 

Do make sure that exper- 
jenced, off-road instructionis 
available. Parents are urged 
to join or to form among them- 
selves minibike clubs and or- 
ganizations which sanction en- 
joyable training or riding 
events. 

Do require that a Safety 
Helmet, sturdy shoes and 
clothing, be worn at all times 
while riding. A recent study 
indicates that of all motor- 
cycle fatalities, in the sample 
studies, up to two-thirds sus- 
tained skull fractures. 

Do inquire from your in- 
surance carrier what addi- 
tional coverage is needed to 
fully protect the minibike 
rider and you from liability. 

Do not allow any use, what- 
ever, of the minibike on str- 
eets, highways or sidewalks 

Do not permit the minibike 
to be loaned to inexperienced 
friends or neighbors. 

Do not assume a vacant, 
off-road area is necessarily 
a,legal riding area. Many 
property owners have closed 
their lands to cyclists and 
minibike riders. Inquire,

Do not scrimp or short- 
change safety in the matter 
of a good safety helmet; or 
sturdy, protective clothing for 
the rider. Even the experts 
take an occasional ‘‘spill’’, 
Your attention to the right 
equipment will minimize the 
risk for your young riders. 

Do not assume that your 
, automobile or homeowners in- 
surance coverage will auto- 
matically give adequate pro- 
tection to you or your mini- 
biker. Usually added protec- 
tion is called for, 


WILD MEAT 

If you want fried chicken 
from your own broiler house, 
you immediately killand dress 
the chicken. If you want good 
beefsteak, you kill and bleed 
a steer and age the meat for 
a couple of weeks before you 
cut and broil the steak. 

You should follow the same 
general sort of treatment for 
good wild gamedinners. Many 
people have never liked game 
meat because what they ate 
was poorly processed. 

Dress all small game-- 
quail, dove, squirrel, and rab- 
bits--as quickly as possible. 
Don't carry game around in 
a hot hunting coat all day long. 
Don’t overwash the meat. Fry 
or broil young birds or mam- 
mals and make stew, pie, or 
dumpling dishes with other 
game. Remember that most 
game mammals and birds have 
less fat than domestic birds 
and mammals and need added 
fat or oil for cooking. 

Some persons soak game 
meat in water with a little 
vinegar, soda, or Salt to take 
out the ‘‘game’’ flavor. Keep 
in mind such treatment also 
removes a great deal of good 
taste. 

MAKE CHRISTMAS TREES 
FIRE RESISTANT 

Many fires at Christmas 
are caused from dried-out 
evergreens. Certainly every 
Christmas tree should be 
made flame resistant if they 
will be used where they may 
be danger of fire. Here’s 
how you do it: 

Into a large pail put 1 pound 
of ammonium sulfamate or 
calcium chloride for every 
4 pounds the tree or greens 
weigh. Thoroughly dissolve 
the chemical in water--] pound 
of either chemical to | quart 
of water. Place the pail ina 
cool place--55 to 65 degrees. 
Cut the base of the tree or 
boughs on a slant and place 
in the solution. Allow to 
remain until most all, if not 
all, is absorbed. !f after two 
days it seems that the tree 
is not taking up the solution, 
add a bit more water as the 
solution may be too concen- 
trated. 

The tree can be kept fra- 
grant and green throughout 


‘ the entire holiday season, if 


when you are ready to place 
the tree in the room you will 
set its base in a pail of water 
or damp sand and replenish the 
water when needed.

CRANBERRIES 

Cranberries were once 
served mostly at Thanksgiving 
or Christmas -- usually as 
whole-berry sauce, or molded 
jelly--but weren't served very 
often at any other time of the 
year. They were usually pur- 
chased fresh, by the pound, or 
quart, from a large wooden 
barrel in the store, made into 
a sauce or jelly, or put aside 
for stringing onthe Christmas 
tree, 

But, that was yesterday. 
Cranberries are nowan ‘‘any- 
time’ berry and used for 
sherbet-making, on biscuits, 
in relishes, puddings, cookies, 
and insalads, Cranberry juic e 
cocktails and cranberry bread 
are two of the more recent 
favorites, 

A generous new crop of 
cranberries is available this 
year. Fresh berries usually 
hold for 4 to 8 weeks (without 
freezing) if you keep them in 
the refrigerator (36 - 40 
degrees). But, if you like, 
you can freeze them and ex- 
tend their life for many 
months. Cranberries can be 
frozen right in their see-thr- 
ough film packages ‘‘as is’’ 


FRUIT CAKES 

Fruit cakes are as much a 
part of holiday meals as turkey 
and trimmings. But, un-like 
many traditional foods, fruit 
cakes should be baked ahead to 
allow for aging.

Lead 
poisoning is dangerous if a 
child chews on the toy.

Select toys that donot have 
sharp, rough edges; toys that 
won't burn quickly ifheld near 
a flame; and toys that are large 


enqugh so that a small 
child cannot swallow them 
Electrical toys, such as 


trains, should be chosen with 
safety in mind. Be sure the 
wiring is intact and strong.

Lately 
he won’t let their little boy come 
to visit us, or even let us go to 
visit him. Surely we have a right 
to see our own grandchild.” 

But the court refused to come 
to their aid. The court said that 
since the father had legal cus- 
tody, he alone could decide 
whom the child should see.

“To have suddenly severed this
